GOV. SAYS~BILL

HAVE TAKEN LARGE SUM 


FROM HIGHWAYS 


To Discuss World Destiny With Hoover 


AUSTIN, Oct. 22.—OT— 


Governor R. S. Sterling to- 
day vetoed the Brooks bill, 
passed by the second extra- 
ordinary session of tre Tex- 
as legislature, proposing to 
allocate one cent of the four 
cent gasoline tax to retire 
county and district road bonds is- 
sued 
for 
construction 
of state 


highways. 
Three cents of the gasoline levy 


goes to the state highway depart- 
ment and one cent to the public 
schools. The bill disapproved, pro- 
posed by Representative 
Ben F. 
Brooks of Bagwell, sought to cut 
the highway department allotment 
to two cents. 


Governor Sterling said the bill 


would have taken from the high- 
way 
department 
approximately 


$6,000,000 annually. His veto proc- 
lamation stated that "under the 
terms of the bill and the existing 
situation 
this relief 
would nol 
reach the counties or taxpayers 
until time for payment of their 
taxei, in January, 1933." 


The bill provided that beginning 
next Jan. 1 the proceeds of one 
cent of the four-cent tax should 
be set aside in a suspense funds 
"as the same is collected month- 
ly." The governor pointed out that 
"the tax rate is fixed by the com- 
missioners' courts in July or Aug- 
ust and the taxpayers would, not 
get the relief until they come to 
pay their taxes in January, 1933." 
Would Do Harm 


'This bill, if approved, would 


take from a live and active fund 
the stated amount of about $6,- 
000,000, which if left to the high- 
way fund, would afford employ- 
ment to hundreds or thousands of 
persons, and to be used in the 
purchase of cement, sand, gravel, 
lumber, and 
other commodities, 


and would place such sum in a

IN PRELIMINARY TESTINGS 


The airworthiness and new structural 
features of the U.S.S. Akron arc de- 
scribed by Dr. Karl Arnstoln. who desisni- 
cd the ship, in the following interview 
with R. ,A. Brunei'. Associated Press staff 
writer. 
Dr. Arnstein has built, 70 Zep- 
pelins.

AKRON, O., Oct. 22.—(/P)—The 


U, S. S. Akron, accepted yesterday 
by the-Navy, is an airworthy ship. 
That much we know from the test 
flights just completed. 
When the tests for strength were 


made in the dock before the trial 
flights, the ship was loaded down 
with tons of weight, until it seem- 
ed as though we were deliberately 
trying to. break its back. In the 
air it was made to dive and climb 
at speeds deemed dangerous in 
former practice. 
Some forty, men were on duty 


during the tests watching at every 
section of the ship for any sign 
of strain, or snapping wires or 
loosening- rivets. 
The ship met 


the test magnificently. 


Naval specifications under which 


the ship was built.called for it to 
demonstrate a rate of climb of six 
meters a second. That is approx- 
imotely 1,200 feet a minute. The 
ordinary office 
building elevator 


ascends at about 240 feet a min- 
ute, 
while the Empire State ele- 


vators, the fastest in the world, 
have a rated speed of 1,200 feet— 
the rate of climb presecribed. for 
the Akron. 


High Rate of Climb. 


Driven upward at an angle-of 


some 12 degrees, 
to 
pressure 


height and beyond, the ship easily 
made its required six meters, seven 


meters, then 'eight meters per sec-, 
ond and more, the structure ab-1 
sorbing a pressure from the disten- 
ded gas cells greater than any 
former ship has taken. 


Theoretically an airship could 


be built as strong ad a bridge or 
a concrete building. / But surplus 
strength can be built only at the 
expense of weight. 
And an air- 
ship must fly. 
• No airship was ever tested out 
with such scientific precision. From 
stem -to stern, top side to keel. 
The interior of the ship was liter- 
ally dotted with curious guages 
and. 
recording instruments, many 


of them specially designed for this 
purpose. 


The eight engines of thn Akron, 


flanking 
the 
two 
sides of 
the 


ship, are mounted in line, 74 feet 
apart. Even at that spacing, • the 
rear propellers will be somewhat 
affected by the slipstream of those 
forward. 
How much? 


With thep ropellers of the first 


and third engines turning clock- 
wise, the second and- fourth turn- 
ing counterclockwise, with gradu- 
ated pitch of the blades, our re- 
searches indicated a minimum of 
slippage. 


We knew that an airship, utiliz- 
ing dynamic forces resultant from 
its speed and the angle flown, will 
carry more than it can lift by 
the buoyancy of the gas alone. 


Find Some "Bugs." 


We expected to find "bugs" in 


the ship. Automobile makers have 
built millions of cars, but even 
with this wealth of experience, 
they test a new model out for 
weeks, finding and 
eliminating 
"bugs'' before they market it. 


' 
There have been less than 200 
airships-built in the world and the 
Akron was nearly twice the size 
of the Graf Zeppeljn and includ- 
ed features never before incorpor- 
ated In airships. There have been 
"bugs" in the Akron but none of 
them serious and fewer than ex- 
pected. In any test period one is 
apt - to think 
more 
about the 
"bugs" than the features which 
work.

Churches 
abound, and in them hundreds of 
thousands of pious intelligent men 
and women worship and serve 
God. 
An army of Sunday School

senting a type of life never shown 
in the mirrors of Broadway. Pray- 
er -meetings are as deeply devo- 
tional' in New York as in any 
cross-roads village. 
Right in the 


heart of the down-town section ol 
New York I recently attended a 


own fellowcraftsmen. 
They would 


be the most 
approachable 
and 
sympathetic. They spoke his lan- 
guage. Most of us have our friends 
largely within the confines of our 
own calling. Every shop, every 
craft, every labor-union, has its 
own social circle. That is one of 
the rewards of belonging to the 
world's workers:

Their hard

seemed ifke all tragedy to the two 
tentmakers—home gone, business 
gone, associations severed and a 
fresh start to be made in the 
strange city of Corinth. 


Their experience, however, meant 


a wonderful life for them—just as 
the recent deportation of the Ana- 
tolian Greeks to Greece has spelt 
prosperity for Greece itself and for 
the refugees. 
In Corinth, Aquilla 


and Priscilla were found by Paul, 
through their trade; and so came 
into a thrilling new experience of 
happiness and usefulness. 
By a 


devious Providence, they were led 
into a glorious mission. When the 
day comes that we can look back 


I 
upon the changes wrought by the 
present world depression, we may 
thank God for It as an open-door. 
These Fellow Workers. 


Mention of several names 
in 


this short 
Corinthian 
Lesson— 


Aquilla and Priscillai Timothy and 
Silas; Justus and Crispus—recalls 
the fellowships that a great work 
creates. 
We commonly speak of 
Paul's work in Corinth; it really 
was the work of Paul and of his 
brethren. While we would not de- 
ny the preacher the credit that he 
gets in the church papers and min- 
isterial 
associations, 
we 
cannot 


forget that the successes re re- 
ports are the successes of himself 
and 
of his congregation. 
The 


strength of any church 
is the 
strnegth of its members. Mere pul- 
pit eloquence never made a strong 
church. 
So, led by this group of Chris- 


tian workers in Corinth and their 
unnamed associates, let us give 
thougtt to that mighty army of 
friends of God, 
the 
unheralded 


saints who are doing the real 
work of the church, as officers, 
committee workers, women's so- 
cieties, Sunday school teachers and 
kindred toilers, who can measure 
their influence? 


In, the back woods of Kentucky 
was organized in 1855, 
a 
little 


Sunday School.' Now the Heidel- 
berg Teacher has summarized a 
few of its results: "From that lit- 
tle school there have gone out 
seven ministers of the gospel, one 
missionary, one candidate for vice- 
president of the United States, one 
lieutenant governor of Kentucky, 
seventy-two school teachers, thir- 
teen merchants, ten lawyers, and 
thirteen practicing physicians. No 
person connected with this Sunday 
School has ever been convicted of 
a crime.'' 
Such records are not uncommon. 
They are the real "nevs" of the 
churches although generally over- 
looked, It was the sort of men 
and women, in Corinth who were 
doing kindred service that, Paul 
had in mind when he wrote to 
them later his surpassing words 
upon love. For they were Chris- 
tians ambitlouB to be and to do 
the best, in loyalty to their new- 
found Saviour, Jesus Christ.

•written four years later, which told 
of the fine condition the colonies 
were in. 


Rev. Everhart's next example of 


citizenship was the story of Ed- 
ward Bok,' foreign born, but one 
of the greatest examples of that 
virtue America has produced. The 
speaker told a story that was con- 
tained in the 
preface of "The 


Americanization of Edward Bok," 
which taught a lesson of citizen- 
ship. 
A young lawyer was sent 


by the Netherlands to a desolate 
and pirate-infested 
island; 
after 


ninny>.years had cleaned it of its 
corruption, and made it what was 
later recognized as the "most beau- 
tiful spot in the world." The wife 
of the lawyer, on her death bed, 
urged her children and grandchil- 
dren to "make the world a little 
better and happier wherever you 
live."

bring' suit against the state in 
order to prove its claims. 
The bridge

that under a contract with the 
state highway 
department 
the 


free sturcture was not to be open- 
ed until the company had an op- 
portunity to retrieve some of its 
alleged losses by reason of con- 
struction of the bridge. 


The free bridge and toll t:ruc-

V to breakfast, 
McKlnnell told his

bodies of Mrs. Agnes Leroi and 
Miss Hedvig Samuelson, employes 
of a Phoenix, Ariz., clinic, in two 
trunks and a valise at a railroad 
station here yesterday. 


A baggage master. 
who saw 


blood seeping from one trunk, de- 
manded that it be opened. Mrs. 
Judd, who had 
arrived 
in Los 


Angeles a short time before on an- 
other train, came to the station 
with McKinnell to claim the bag- 
gage. She told the agent she did 
not have the keys and would get 
them. The suspicion of the agent 
led him to note the license num- 
ber of McKlnnell's automobile and 
the «tu3ent was arrested. 
"I knew 
what was 
in those 


trunks," the young man said. "She 
told me. I can't understand why 
she did it. I drove her to Sixth 
and Broadway and she got out. I 
gave her $5 and she disappeared 
in the street crowds." 


Dr. W. C. Judd, 
husband of 
the woman, who appeared 
calm 


and composed under the grilling 
of detectives and who was taken 
into custody with McKinnel, said: 
"I believe she was mentally de- 
ranged." 
McKinnell said his home was in 


Darlington, Ind., where his parents 
were living. 
He said the Judds were living 


in a duplex in Phoenix until a 
short time ago, when Judd came
